WAUKEGAN, Nov. 30.—The trial of David 4. Gage, 
ex-City Treasurer of Chicago, under an indictment 
for failing to pay ever $507,000 to his euccessor in 
office, was begun this morniug before Judge Murpby, 
sitting in the Criminal Court of Lake County, It will 
be remembered inat ihe case was brought here from 
Cook County on a change of venue, presumably on 
account of a lack of confidence in a jury of Mr. Gage’s 
fellow-citizens, Those not directly interested imag- 
ined that ‘the purpose was to secure twelve men to sit 
in judgment who would be more easily moved by ora- 
tory, and would heed argumeat rathe’ than evidence, 
This impression, however, eeems to have been incor- 
rect, The re in securing ibe transfer was to 
gain time. It iz said (nat Mr. Gage felt conident of 
his ability to return all the funds he had : Tuisapplied, 
believing tha:, by making good the deficicncy before 
the day ior the trial, he could either kill the 
prosecution, or at least show to the jury 
that he was realy an honest man, and novi 
entitled to be clasac.. as a defauller., His calculations

Wasuincton, D. C., Nov. 30.—There is no doubt 
tha: both the President and Secretary Bristow, in their 
communications to Congress, will takea very decided 
position with reference to specie payments, and, while 
no one is permitted to speak by authority, it seems cer- 
tain that they will recommend that Congress fix by 
legisiation an early day for coin resumption, and that 
that day will be Jan. 1, 1874, tho first day of the cen- 
tennial year. It also seems probable that, if such 
recommendations are sent to Congress, the financial 
discussion and excitement of last year can scarcely be 
avoided, unless the Committees shail decide to avoid 
discussion by declining to report back the financial 
tneasures. This course has aiready been sugested by 
Congressmcu who are opposed to determining the 

TIME OF SPLOIE RESUMPTION 

by legislation. So far as can be judged by the state- 
ments of the Cougreasmen who have already arrived 
Congressmen generally do not seem to have y snedified 
the financial views heid by them last winter. A con- 
versation wilh a considerable number indicaies no ap- 
preciable modification of opinion on either side 
of the question. The hard-money men are 
very determined in their views, and state 
that they are prepared, if necessary, {0 
make the tinancial question a national issue. Those 
holding contrary Opinions are not so noarly agreed 
upon a polcy, some favor forcing a national iasue 

upon the question of speedy coin resumption ; others 
deprecate such an issue, and are averse to fixing by 
law a day for specie resumption,

THE NEW SYNDICATE 
is that the high rate of discount in England, which 
was 5 per cent during a portion of November, and the 
high price of goid, have embarrassed the negotiation 
of the new loan.

the close of a season’s sawing, or any other time. 
The number of shingles now on hand is 61,000,000, 
The ruinous)y-low prices of lumber, and the generaliy— 
depressed condion of the market, are the causes of 
this condition of things. It bas cost quite as much 
to produce lumber this season as any preceding 
season, and the’ lumbermen cannot afford to 
sell at the present rates, The majority 
of these are being carried by the banks and money- 
sharks at a ruinous rate of interest, and are compelled 
to sell, if at all, at a sacrifice, im order to realize money 
to meet their obligations and get out of the hands of 


the money-sealpers, Hence there is at present a con- 
siderable activity in the market. Dealers in this 
State, lowa, and Nebrask® have scented the condition 
of the market here, and are coming in with money in 
hand to tempt our lumbermen to the sacrifice. A 
large majority of our lumbermen will be abie to get 
through the stringency, and come out with but few 
ecratches or bruises, The necessity which induced 
the great concern of W. D, Washburn & Co, to make an 
assignment isa cause of general regret.

As Charies Carroll, the last signer for Independ- 
ence, laid the corner-stouve for this raiiroad, 
so it became the great line of communication 
between the East and the West in the 
War to recover the Union. John Brown stopped the 
first train in the autumn of 1459. Stonewall Jackson 
burnt its rolling-stock at Martinsburg in his first cam- 
paigu ; and it was the present Master of Transporta~ 
tiou—Sharp, I believe—who hauled many of these 
locomotives, with teams of horse’, down the Valley to 
the Manuassus Gap Railroad, for the use of. the Confed- 
eracy. Avpotber officer of the Baltimore & Obio Rail- 
road—Wilsoun—was the Master of Road during the 
long Civil War, when the Rebellion surgea up and 
over this line of rail every week or fortnight, and had 
scarcely retired from the burning bridges and bluzing 
ties before Wilson Was moving down on the scene of 
disaster with a construction-train and guard.

There is probably no Provinge or Biate ou the Amer-

ican Continent which is so advantageously situated 
with regard to its financial affairs as this Province of 
Ontario. It is a little bewildering to people across the 
line to bear of large surpluses accruing every year, 
of a plethora of money in ea State Treas- 
ury, enabling sa Government to disburse 
nearly § )$1,000,000 in old in one year to 
the different municipalities, for the purposes of pro- 
moting their own iocal improvements, It must cause 
a feeling of doubt and surprise to rise in the breast of 
some of the overloaded people in the United States, 
whether such things can be, when, in poky, slow-goiag 
Ontario, among the unenterprising Kanucks, a Local 
Government, ruling a Province containing 2,000,000 
souls, can count confidently on a surplus last yaar, 
over all becessary expenditures, of from one-half to 
three-quarters of a million of gold dollars, And yet 
such is the fact with regard to this Province of Ontario, 
What change may in time come over the spixit of our 
dream, I know not; but we have good authority for 
believing that ** The morrow wiil take care of itself.” 
But to get down toa few details: The financial year 
of the Province closes on the 3ist of December,—thus 
rendering it imporsible at this time to state exactly 
what the expenditures and receipts will be for the year, 
For the first pine mouths, the ovlance-sheet presented 
the following excellent showing : Receipts, $3,413,228 ; 
and expenditures for current purposes, $1,768,145,— 
showing @ balance in favor of revenue of $790,742. 
There are aiso included in the expenditure items sev- 
eral charges which might with some justice have been 
added to the capital account, since they are in the na- 
ture of investments. Thus, $25,499 was expended for 
drainage-works, $30,569 of the Railway-Subsidy 
Fund, and $724,6/3 in payments to municipal- 
ities under the Municipal Loan-Fund and 
Surplus Distribution act, The last two items are free 
gifis from the Government out of the surplus. The 
people, in time past, have provided more than enough 
to carry on the Local Government, and now are Liessed 
will ite return, Very few Goverumenpts are com- 
posed of such materials, or run on such principles, as 
to countenance the payment back to the sovereign 
people of any of the fruits of tax-levies. The in- 
genuity of o‘ice-holders is generaily exerted in quite 
a coutrary direction, 
THE ESTIMATES 
forthe ensuing year present a singular anomaly to 
view. That is to say, they actualiy show a de ine 
in amount a6 compared with those of previous 
years. For the present year, the estimates were 
2,672,278 ; for the ensuing year they are but $2,187,657! 
Of course, there is an easy explanation of this peculiar 
etate of affaires, It is that the Province has about 
brought to completion ali ita projected publie improve- 
menis, It will be recollected that the vast canal-im- 
provements projected and under way are at the expense 
of the General Dominion Government, The sum to be 
tuken on construction during the present year is but 
$120,000; and, of this, $106,000 is in the shape of 
revote of sums appropriated, but not epent, in 
1874. The present etate of affairs, in the com- 
pietion of ali necessary public buildings, leaves 
the Province in the condition of the merchant 
who has figured things down to such a nicety 
that he cau calculate pretty accurately on 
the outgoings and incomings of his buriness. Tie 
ordinary current expenditure of the Province is about 
$2,000,000 annually, which includes the payment of 
$10,000 to the Railway Subsidy Fund. By ine tat of 
next January the surplus al command of ihe Provin- 
cial Government will certainly amount to

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The annual income of tue Province has been esti- 
mated at $3,000,000 per year; but, if it be put et 
$2,750,000, it will be readily seep tuatthe gurpius on 
each year’s opersetions, after providing for current ex- 
penditures, wili be $750,000, Acddt each succeeding 
year to the maguificent surplus eiready plied up, and 
who can foresnadow the reeul:?’ Of course there

Last Septentber, in an article in Tax Taipone, 
I endeavored to sh »# that we should probably witness 
the highest price paid for the present crop (1674) 
known in many ytars. The opening price was Jv 
cents,—thought by hiany to be too dear by 5 or 10 
cents per pound. %%)1e assertions of many heavy hop- 
dealers were thoug n+ by others to be for the purpose 
of breaking down ye@ices, 60 as to “gobbie up” the 
crop; and they coin menced buying at 30 cents, and 
prices reached 40 cer t's by the Ist of October, A season 
of financial and conrmercial depression has followed 
the penning of my : ¥=ptember article. Brewers have 
resolved in conventic 1 to buy from “hand to mouth,” 
Speculators became alarmed, and they have been 
running the country Iver for weeks, beseeching brew- 
ers to buy. Yet, in the face oi all this, bops bave

port (909 bales per week since Sept. 1, 1.374), it will re- 
quire nearly every bale in the United States for the 
Euglish market alone, The imports sre actually in- 
creasing, instead of diminishing, 

I predicted exportations: and alrea ity 10,000 bales 
have gone to England since Sept.1, 1874, and 1,120 
bales set saillast week; and it is dem«matrated that 
England will take every strictly-prime |ule in Ameri- 
ca, and then want many more, The bet authorities 
state that there are not 8,000 balea of euch goods in the 
United States, Recent shipments vetted the exporter 
47 cents cash in New York City, bringing £11 in En- 
giand, or 55 cents, 

The German market is dearer than the English.— 
the choicest hops fetching 230 florins, or 92 cents, and 
the ordinary market hop, 62tos80cents, There has 
b-en an impression abroad that there vas vo end to 
the American supply; when the truta is, we have only 
about 12,030 bales more than in 1873, and we then im- 
ported the equivalent of 34,000 bales; which, added to 
Our exports to date only, makes a differemce of 44,000 
bales; from which subtract the excess of this year’s 
crop Over last, and we are ehort 32,000 bales aiready ase 
against the two years’ productions, 

In the face of such glaring facts as these, are we not 
safe in predicting unheard of prices, with no old stocks 
to fall back on this season as in 1872? The price 
of 1871 hops reached 65 to 70 cents inJuly, 1872. We 
imported 12,000 or 15,000 bales that season, and had 
40,000 bales of 1868, 1369, and 1870 hops to fall 
back upon, At present writing, dealers are out of 
od hops, and cannot obtain them,—obliging every 
necessity to be filled fromthe new crop. This is a 
most serious ilem, because ihe bakers, distillers, and 
drugyista, who use about 10,000 to 12,000 biles per an- 

jum, must rely upon the new hops; whereas, in 
former seasons, they have used oid hops exalusively. 

Let consumers hoid off,—anxious dealers force their 

oodg on the market,—nothing can, in the end, avert 
the impending hop-‘‘corner.’ Brewers will delay 
stocking up a: long as possible; but we shall see the 
heaviest brewing next spring and summer witnessed 
in many years, Tie reason is obvious: Brewers 
don’t care to carry stock at high prices. The export 
trade is the “ safety-valve” to hop-holders ; it will go 
ou as Jongas there are hops to export; and, in a few 
weeks, the stocks will be soreduced that an active com- 
petition between the English and American brewers 
will set in, and *‘ the largest pole will fetch the per-

Farly yesterday morning a delegation of ths Nava/joe 
Indians, in charge of ex-Gov, William F. M, Arny, 
United States Indian Agent of the tribe, arrived in 
this city, by way of the Chicago, Alton & St, Louis 
Railroad, and took quarters at the Sherman House, 

TBE PARTY 

consisted of the Hon. W. F. M. Arny, United States 
Indian Agent; Marmelito, War Chief; Cyalmeto, Aid 
to War Chief; Marnehio Squado, Junato Pal-to-tite, 
wife of Marmelito; Barbas Theo, Chief Counsellor ; 
Marmonna, War Captain No. 2; Calra Negra, Chief ; 
Marbonne Punnero, Chief; Teunnese, Chief; Can- 
maro Mun Mocano Nuncho ; Guno Gueno Civini, Gue- 
no Guero-Gueros, and Jesus Alviso. With 
the party were their interpreters, Henry W, Easton 
and Bili Taylor, who are noted characters, having 
made their ma ears ago as daring bunters in the 
Rocky Mountain The entire company is on its way 
to Washington, 48d stopped over simply for rest, 

THE ECT @F THEIR VISIT . 
to Washington is fo see tlie Great Father, and, if pos- 
sible, to settle cértain disputed questions between 
themselves and their neighwors. The Navajoe reser- 
vation occupies a strip of terNtory 60 by 90 miles, sil- 
uated in the four corners of Colorado, New Mexico, 
Arizona, and Utah, That portion situated in the 
northern part of the roservation,in the San Juan 
district, is particularly rich in minerals,—gold, silver, 
copper, and other metals being foundin abundance. 
This mineral territory occupies a strip 30 by 60 
miles, and, as now situated, its vast resources are un- 
developed. The reservation is located about 250 miles 
almost directly west from Santa Fe, The Nation num- 
bers about 11,000, 9,000 being located on the reserva- 
tion, andthe remaining 2,000 being located at Mesa 
Calabasa, under a rebellious spirit named Agua Grande, 
who, by the treaty of 1868, was allowed to remain 
outside the reservation. The object of the visit to 
Washington, as stated by the Agent, is to exchange 
the undeveloped territory of the reservation fora 
tract of equal size to the south, which it Is claimed 
will piace a barrier between the Navajoes and Utes, 
whose occasional quarrels have herotofore brought 
about a great deal of bloodshed, The visit also nas 
another object,—to compel Aqua Grande and 
his band to return to the reservation. The exchange 
proposed was first suggested by afew of the Chiefs, 
while the return of the revolting band was suggested 
by the Agent, 

The northern strip of the Navajoe reservation pro- 
posed to be given up by tbe Indians lies immediately 
adjoiing the Ute reservation in Colorado last 
ceded by that tribe to the United States, 
change, if effected, will operate to remove the last 
barrier to the settiement of the San Juan country, and 
leave all that rich divetrict entirely free to the white 
man,—a result devoutly wished for by Gov, Arny and 
the autborities of Colorado,

sus, and, in fact, longed to get back to their former 
habits and old reservation, Tueir complaints took out 
Gen. Sherman to see them in 1363, and a treaty was 
formed providing for their return to their former 
country. In the arrangement there was a provizion by 
whica they could go off their reservation to hunt large- 
sized animals, like the buffalo, bear, and e k, but some 
of their hunting parties include in their views of big 
game, horses aud mules, which they sometimes lariat 
and run off as legitimate plunder, 

The present Agent of the tribe, 

EX-GOX. WILLIAM F. M, ARNY, 

is an old resident of Lilinois, and a genticman largely 
kaown and reepected (for the part he took in the early 
settlement of the Stake, though born in the District 
of Columbia, In 185 he owned the tract of land 
upon which Normal now stands. He was instru- 
mental in securing the location of the University 
at that place, but his labors were particular- 
ly directed to giving the school an agricultural 
character, He was satisfied, and felt amply rewarded 
for his labors, however, upon securing the location of 
ihe present institution, which gives Normal more of 
its State importance than anything else, In 1856 Mr, 
Arny went to Kansas, Upon the outbreak of the Kan- 
sas difficulties, a few years later, he vibrated between 
this State and that Territory, and when the slavery 
question was uppermost, and the free States were con- 
tributing to the defense of country overrun by theslave 
oligarchy, he was the agent of the Kansas Aid Society 
in this State to peopie that Territory, and fit it for ad- 
mission into the Union aga Free State. While filling 
that position he was met by unusual difficulties, but 
fortunately was found possessed of the requisite nerve 
and good sense to do his duty. F 

While acting as agent he received from a similar so- 
ciety in Massachusetts, through John Brown, 
the subsequent hero of Harper's Ferry, 10 
Sharp’s rifles to be sent to Kansas to enforce 
the anti-slavery ideas, but instead of sending them 
he retained them in this city for awhile and finally re- 
turned them to Brown, who used them in the historic 
Harper’s Ferry raid, In 1862 he was appointed Secre- 
tary and Acting Governor of New Mexico, which po- 
sition he held for five years, He was then appointed 
the head of the Navajoe Indian Agency, since which 
time he has again been Governor, and also Judge of 
one of the Territorial courts, Again he was appoint- 
ed to the Agency by Gen, Grant, which position he 
now holds, 

At the time of the attack upon Fort Sumter he was 
a member of the Kansas Legislature, and when he 
heard the news be quit the halls, rejoicing in the attack 
because convince that it was the death-kneil of 
Slavery, He was one of the earlest opponents of 
Slavery, and really championed the move ip that direc- 
tion in Kansas, He has great reverence for the hero 
of Harper's Ferry, and is the poesessor of a valuable 
relic of that raid in the shape of one of Brown’s 
pistols, 

The Governor is now 62 years of age, and as hale 
and hearty as most men of half the years, and 4 
tithe of his experience, trials, and honors, He is 
one of the most genial of gentlemen, is beloved by the 
tribe, and respected wherever known, His memory 
of the minutia of early days is no less remarkable 
than his general activity.. He is now devoting bimself 
especially to the education of his wards, in which be 
has more faith aga e¢ivilizing influence than powder 
aud ball. 

The Governor and his party left the city yesterday 
afternoon, by Way of the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne 
Road, for Washington: On their return they will stop 
at Philadelphia and New York, and again in this city, 
During the Governor’s stay here be was called upon by 
the Mayor, anda great many prominent citizens, He 
refused a public reception tendered him, and also to re- 
ceive mavy callers because of his short stay in the city.

BONDHOLDER AND GRANGER. 
The New lork ation, which is nothing 
mniess it be recklessly abusive or supercil- 
iously oracular, has an article on the subject | 


of the railroad companies which have de- | 
fauited in the payment of interest on their 
bonds, and takes occasion to abuse the peo- 
ple of the State of Illinois therefor. The al- 
legation is that there are $500,000,000 in- 
vested in railroads, upon which interest has 
been defaulted during tie past year, and that 
of this sum *45.000.000 are invested in the 
railroads ot Ulinois; and it is added that, * at 
the lowest conceivable estimate, these rep- 
resent at least¥30,000,000 of real wealth, for 
the full enjoyment of which the people of 
{iinois at present pay no consideration what- 
ever.” 

We have uot ai this moment a list of the 
Iiiimois railroads which are in default, but 
they are largely, if not exclusively, of that 
class which were built before there was any 
need of them. built mainly without any cash 
capital, and whose construction cost in the 
way of debt is far in excess of the real value 
of the work done and material furnished. 
These railroads were largely speculative. 
They were constructed in districts which in 
time will furnish business sufficient to pay a 
reasonable income on the actual cash in- 
vestment. In nearly all these railroads 
was a sort of Credit-Mobilier 
errangement. a construction company, and a 
friendly Board of Directors. For every dcl- 
lar invested in the railroads there was a 
bond or capiial stock issued for &3 or S4. It 
was speculation all round. The construction 
companies got whatever they asked for build- 
ing the road; the Directors paid them in 
bonds. ‘The bonds were made to pay interest 
at the rate cf 8, 9, or 10 per cent; the bonds 
were purchesed on specniation in Wall sireet 
and elsewhere at from 40 to 60 cents on the 
dollar. ‘The roads, when completed, had but 
little business—there were neither passengers 
nor freight offered in quantities sufficient to 
pey more than operating expenses, and in 
some cases pot that. The few-people resi- 
dent along the routes who sought to use the 
roads were oifered the opportunity of so do- 
ing upon giving the company the grain, and 
paying sometiing beside in cash for its trans- 
portation.

The wily speculators who 
built these railways appealed to the 
people to aid in the work. Towns. 
clues, aud counties were wheedled into sub- 
scription to the capital stock. The munici- 
palities of this State voted no less than 
*16,600,000 of their own bonds, bearing an 
average iuterest of 9 per cent, to help to 
build these roads. These bonds were con- 
verted into cash, and in a mejority of cases 
this was the only actual cash capital of the 
companies building the roads. All else was 
raised by the sale of bonds to spec- 
ulators at nominal rates. The munici- 
pelities which were entitled to hold 
$16,000,000 of the capital stock of these 
roads have seen that whole amount swept 
away. Road efter road thus in part built by 
them has passed into the hands of the bond- 
holders, io the extinction of all this stock of 
the municipalities. 

We do not believe there is 9 railroad in I- 
linois iu Which helf the cost of construction 
was derived from cash subscriptions to the 
capital stock which is im default. It is only 
the wild-cat roads which fail to pay interest 
on their bonds. 

We do not believe there is a road in Ilinois 
whose liabilities do not exceed twice the ac- 
tual cast of the road that is in default for in- 
terest. The roads that are in default are 
those whose management has been dishonest, 
or which were built with the proceeds of 
bonds which were sold for whatever could be 
got for them, and which were bought es 
& speciiation, just as the capitelists of En- 
gianud during the War bought Confederate 
bonds, or a8 some of the beukers of New 
York have bought South Caroling carpet-bag 
bonds. 

\ve have the resnit: The roads were built 
foo soon, and on au average at three times 
their actual and proper cost, They were put 
in operation before there was ay compen. 
fatiug business for them to do, and their 
cost Or construction, as represented by their 
ontstanding bonds, culled for an income tro 
Or three iumes as great as would have been

Mate manner. The bands wererenid and 


bought upon the risk that as they represented 
an amount so largely in excess of the legiti- 
mate cost of the road that an inability to get 
the interest on the bonds for a long time en- 
tered into the price paid forthem. ‘They 
were realiv fancy securities, whose value as a 
productive investment was altogether in the 
future. 

The Nation adnits this fact when it states 
that for the #45,000,000 of defaulted bonds 
there has been $30,000,000 of property planted 
in the State. In other words, that the men 
who invested 65 cents asa speculation hold 
bonds for 100 cents, upon which they are not 
getting their 8 or 10 per cent interest. 
There are meny millions of dollars in- 
vested in lands, ic mining companies, 
in manufactures, in city real esiate, in news- 
papers, and in various otherlines of business, 
which are unproductive. That is the mis- 
fortune of the persons making the invest- 
ment. We do not understand how the peo- 
ple of Tilinois are in euy way to blame be- 
cause the holders of these bonds of unpro- 
ductive railway companies cannot get their 
interest. It is alleged that the legislation of 
Illinois is se hostile to railroads that it has 
produced this temporary insolvency. This 
is false in point of fact. ‘The legislation of 
Miiinois has been at the worst compara- 
tively barmless, and in no instance can 
the default of any reilrosal company 
be justly attributed to it. Whatever rail- 
roads in Dlinois are in default owe their 
impecunious condition to other causes 
than State legislation. To the extent that 


| they were speculations and unsnbstantial, 
| they shared the collapse which overtook that 
| kind of property a year ago. 


In time, when 
the population and business of the various 
localities grow up to the support of a rail- 


| road, these bonds will improve as en invest- 


ment; but this isa bad year to endeavor to 
collect 18, 25, or 35 per cent interest on the 
actual investment in railroad bonds. We 
do not wish to be understood that, becanse 
the bonds represent two or three times the 
amount of capital invested in them, that the 
claim of the holder for all the interest legally 
due him is unjust; we merely say that, when 
a@ man speculates in bonds at 50 cents on the 
dollar, he takes the chances of waiting for 
principal and interest just the same as 
if he were dealing in the paper of any 
other debtor in desperate circumstances. 
The people of Illinois have paid liberally 
for their railways. The owners of the land 
alongside the Mlinois Centra! Railroad paid 
for the whole cost of that road—perhaps 
twice its actual cost. So with other rail- 
ronds in the State. Whatever financial 
troubles these roads have met are due to 
causes beyond the control of the people of 
the State, and to the efforts of stock-gam- 
blers to overreach the public and overreach 
each other. The Nation's effort to hold the 


_ people of this State up as the real defauit- 


ers in the matter of these railway bonds is 
not sustained by the truth of the case, and 
the absence of fact is not compensated by 
flippancy. 

IS DRINEING A FELONY ? 

We print elsewhere a commnunication from 
Mr. J. W. Harrison upon the subject of. Pro- 
hibition, not because it contains anything 
new, but because it enunciates the argument 
which nine out of ten Prohibitionists make 
when they are confronted with the irresistible 
logic of statistical facts showing that Pro- 
hibition does not prohibit—namely: ‘* Drink- 
ing is a crime; if you license drinking. why 
not then license all crimes?” Myr. Harrison 
ackuowledges tie fact that Prohibition does 
not probibii, but hé has put his question in 
such shape thet it can be answered. 

The fallacy cf Mr. Havvison’s proposition 
lies in the fact that he puts the consumption 
of wine, beer, cider, and all drinks which in- 
toxicate if taken intemperately, in the cata- 
logue of crimes and felonies, classifying in- 
dulgence in stimulents with such offenses as 
lewdness, prostitution, gambling, burglary. 
robbery, arson, and mnrder,—crimes which 
are forbidden and have been punished by all 
civiized mankind in all ages of the world, 
and which the criminals themselves fee}. 
know, and admit to be crimes. This as- 
sumption, however, that the use of any bev- 
erage which taken to excess produces intoxi- 
cation is asin and criminal offense, like the 
crimes he has enumerated, is simply fauati- 
cism and begs the whole question, as it has 
been stated over and over again in 
the columns of this paper. Such absurd 
assumption hes no other efiect than 
to bring the very cause he is seeking to help 
into contempt by its folly. The conscience 
of mankind revolts against and denies any 
such assumption. Alcohol taken in sufficient 
quantities produces intoxication. There is 
no doubt of that; but, when so consumed as 
not to produce intoxication, by whet authori- 
ty does Mr. Harrison class such temperate 
use with offenses which are recognized by the 
universal conscience and universal law as fel- 
onies? Because some men drink to excess, 
and do themselves and others harm, he wonld 
prohibit all men from using any kind of bev- 
erage containing spirits! He might as well 
attempt to prohibit men from eating because 
some men are gluttons and epicureans, and 
bring upon themselves all kinds of diseases, 
or from talking, because some men use 
language for purposes of profanity or ob- 
scenity. 

One step further. Who shall be the judge 
whether the temperate use of spirits or the 
prudent use of mild stimulants is a crime, 
to be prohibited by law, and punished by the 
criminal courts cs an offense against society ? 
Are the opinions and wishes of the sixty 
millions of the German race in Europe and 
America who drink beer asa family drink, 
just as Mr. Harrison drinks his tee and coffee, 
and have been doing so for centuries, to be 
wholly ignored and disregarded? Are the 
opinions of the forty millions of French, the 
twenty-eight millions of Italians, the twenty 
millions of Spaniards and Portuguese, 
in Europe, who use wine for a 
family drink, and the twenty-five mill- 
ions of the same races in America, 
to be wholly disregerded ? Are the opinions 
of twenty-five millions of Englishmen, who 
drink beer and wine, of no account? Shall 
the sentiments of at least thirty millions of 
Americans, who use stimulants of one kind or 
another in moderation, have no weight in 
this matter ? All these masses and races of 
men disbelieve that the use of stimulants in 
moderation is sinful or their effects poison- 
ous ; they deny that it is either a wrong or a 
crime to consume them temperately, or that 
it is intemperance to drink them without in- 
toxication. - 

But a handful of persons, who are wiser 
and purer than al) the rest cf mankind, 
stigmatize as ‘* poison” every ivrin of stim. 
nlating beverage, and every manu. » erimi- 
nal and a sinner who uses them tei: p<:ately 
and moderately. 

lf Mr. Harrison or any other of the Pro. 
hibiiionists fancy themselves commissioned 
to reform habits of life, why do they not ex. 
tend their sphere of operations? Why limit 


their missionary labor to stimulating bever- 
ages? Tobacco, when used to excess, pro- 
duces a train of diseases es dire as those 
brought on by whisky. It shatters the 
nerves «nicker than whisky. So with 
opium, hasheesh, and all kinds of stimulating 
or stupefying drugs. Why not, then, stigma- 
tize the use of tobacco as a crime, and 
classify those who use it temperately as 
felons? Why not meke a crusade against 
the tyranny of fashion? Fashion rales with 
absolute sway, and its victims are as numer- 
ous as the leaves in the forest, It encour- 
ages vanity, deceit, pride, and lyimg, and 
somevimes leads to crime. It superinduces 
useless, silly, and extravagant expenditure. 
It drives women to prostitution and it beg- 
gars men. It ruins the peace of families. 
It fills the minds of youth with the most 
silly, vicious, and pernicious principles. It 
leads to waste, poverty, and ruin. It hes 
sent thonsands to untimely graves. If the 
health-officers in their reports should as- 
sign the real causes of death, such 
as thin shoes, low-necked dresses, cor- 
sets, tight lacing, cosmetics, etc., the 
list would be an appalling one. Why 
not therefore include fashion in the catalogue 
of crimes ? 

In conclusion: If all men who use stimbk- 
lating beverages in moderation are felons, \ 
the use of wines, beer, and other liquors is a 
sin and crime, will Mr. Harrison make an ex- 
ception in the case of Jesus Christ, Noah, 


_ Abraham, David, Solomon, Peul, Timothy, 


Socrates, Plato, Luther, Melancthon, Calvin, 
Milton, Washington, and others, holy and 
pure men, who used spizituous liquors, or 
will he classify all these as felons who com- 
mitted sin and crime and should have been 
prohibited by a Maine law or punished by a 
Massachusetts Constebulary? The intemper- 
ate advocates of Prohibition by brute force 
run their canse into the ground. 


YESTERDAY IN FRANCE. 

The French Assembly met yesterday, but its 
formal opening was reserved for to-day. lis 
political features Lave been slightiy changed. 
Both the Republicans and Bonapartists have 
gained in strength. The latter have a larger 
proportion of members now than at any 
time since Sedan. On the other hand, the 
quarrel between Prince Pierre Bonaparte on 
the one hand, andthe Empress Engenie and 
the Prince lmperial on the other, smothered 
for so many years, has broken out openly. 
Another scion of the prolific Bonaparte race 
has defeated Prince Pierre in Corsica, thanks 
to the open indorsement of his claims by the 
exiles of Chiselhurst. The defeated candi- 
date has issued a characteristic proclame- 
tion which makes reconciliation alniost 
impossible. His assertion that he represents 
the magical *‘Napoleonic idea” amounts to 
saying that the wife and son of Napoleon III. 
do not. Ii is doubtful whether increased 
strengta in the Assembly can compensate the 
Bonaperte faction for this division in their 
ranks. The Monarchists, who have lost what 
the Imperialists have won, still hold the 
balance of power in the Assembly. They 
ean, therefore, reject almost any law, al- 
though they may not be ablo to pass any. 
The veto, however, is no mean farce. To- 
day, then, the old theatre at Versailles will 
fill up with screamers and spectators, the 
former on the floor, the latter in the boxes. 
The Deputies will take their seats on the 
Right, the Right Centre, the Left Centre, and 
the Lefi, ostentatiously shunning each 
other, and acting in an absurdly childish, 
petty way, under the impression ihat their 
two shibboleths “ /onnevr” and 
demand it. They will glance across the nar- 
row aisles with a look somewhat chilling for 
the man two feet off, and absolutely freezing 
for the man twenty feet distant. When 
these stock preliminaries have been cone 
through with, the message of Marshal- 
President MaeMahon will probably be read. 
For the last few weeks, every Paris news- 
paper has kept ono or two prophets busily 
predicting what MacMahon will say. On 
some things they all substantially agree. It 
is certain that the message will trent 
the Septennate as a fized fact, something 
not to be meddied with 
by the Assembly or anything else. 
In this, MacMahon shows himself wise. 
The one thing which France needs is 
certainty. This policy may give her that for 
nearly six years to come,—uniless, indeed, the 
Marshal dies before be has served out his fnill 
seven yeers. It is almost certain, again, that 
the message will recommend the formation of 
a Seconc Chamber, which sball have a ma- 
jority of its members appointed by the Ex- 
ecutive, and the definition of the powers and 
duties of the President. The fate of the first 
half of this suggestion is doubtful. The As- 
sembiy is now supreme, seve for the single 
fact that MacMahon, backed by the whole 
ermy, denies its right to put him 
out of power before 1880. If the 
Second Chamber is formed on the 
plan hitherto advocated by the President, it 
will have the power, in conjunction with the 
Executive, to dissolve the Assembly at any 
time. The latter, therefore, in passing the 
required law, would put itself in a position 
to sympathize keenly with Damocies. It 
will probably shun this semi-suicide. An- 
other point that wil} be mentioned in the 
message is the question of freeing the forty 
Departments which are still ruled by martial 
law. If the Assembly should do this, the 
seat of Government would probably be re- 
moved to Paris. It is needless to point out 
to any one who has read French history the 
possible consequences of the removal. To- 
day in France is big with fate. 
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THE SUPREME COURT. 

It is agreed on all hands that the Supreme 
Court is overburdened with work. How 
can their labors be lightened? This can be 
accomplished in two weys: First, By reduc- 
ing the number of caves taken to that Court : 
and, Second, By making the records of causes 
taken there less voluminous. But it will be 
asked, How can the number of causes taken 
to the Supreme Court be reduced? It seems 
to us that there is no particular difficulty in 
the way. This can be done by making appeals 
much more expensive than they now are. A 
great number of cases are appealed for the 
mere purposes of delay. No costs are taxed 
in that Court beyond the actual fees of the 
ofiicers of the Court, and the fact that a judg- 
ment can be so easily and cheaply taken there 
is an outstanding invitation to every judg- 
ment debtor who would like at alow rate of 
interest to extend the time of payment for 
the period of from one to two years to do 
this by taking an appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 

Suppose that a judgment for $5,000 has 
been rendered upon a promissory note. The 
record in such a case would not cost over 
%10. The printing would not cost to exceed 
$10 more; the Cierk’s fees for filing record 
and abstract #10; and the services of an at- 
torney in such a case would not be required. 
The appeal would work a delay of eighteen 
morthe: the indement woulddraw interest at 


the rate of 6 per cent, and, by this maneuver, 
the debtor would save in interest 4 per 
cent per year. ‘This saving in interest would 
amount on the judgment of ‘5,000 to at least 
#250 over and. above all expenses of an ap- 
peal, 
It is not at all surprising that under such 
circumstances the judgment debtor will foree 
an extension by appealing the judgment. 
Moreover, appeals are so cheap that a large 
number of them are taken as mere experi- 
ments. Where the experiment costs so little, 
and may succeed, many litigants will feel 
disposed to make it who would not dream of 
doing so did a failure entail upon them any 
substantial expense. And thus it is that in 
the course of the year scores and hundreds of 
causes find their way to the Supreme Court 
which woald never reach there were any 
serious pemalties affixed to failure. The 
Legislature should, for all appeals to the Su- 


) preme Court, provide a liberal bill of costs 


to be paid by the losing party. This bill 
should include not only the acinal court 
expeuses, but attorneys’ fees as well, 
to be taxed up by the = successful 
party against the loser. There is no justice 
in compelling the successful party to pay ail 
the expenses of putting himself right. A 
certain sum should be fixed as costs for the 
preparation of the prinied argument; an ad- 
ditional sum for an oral argument, when one 
is made; a fixed sum for all motions made 
in the cause during its pendency in the Su- 
preme Court. The Court itself should be 
clothed with the power to allow additional 
costs as counsel fees whenever in their judg- 
ment the magnitude of the case and the labor 
involved would justify it. To reach the case 
of vexatious appeals end such as are taken 
for purposes of delay merely, the Supreme 
Court shouid also be anthorized to infiict as a 
penalty upon the party taking such appeal 
10 per cent upon the judgment =  ap- 
pealed from, in addition to the interest 
on the judgment. The Supreme Court of the 
United States has this power, exercises it free- 
ly, and with the most satisfactory results. The 
efiect of such a system as here pointed out 
would be felt at once. The Supreme Court 
would immediately be relieved from the con- 
sideration of a vest nember of cases utterly 
without merit, the size of the docket would 
at once shrink to. something like its proper 
proportions, and causes appealed would, in 
the majority of instances at least, be so ap- 
pealed with a genuine purpose of submitting 
to that Court something like a genuine sub- 
stantial question for their consideration. This 
State stands almost alone, so far as fee bills 
are concerned. As a matter of common fair- 
ness and justice, our present system, of com- 
pelling the injured party to pay all bis own 
expenses for asserting his rights, ought to be 
changed. It cannot be urged that this sys- 
tem would practically deprive the ** poor 
man” of his right to an _ appeal. 
As the law now stands, the poor 
man cannot perfect an appeal from 
a judgment against him withont giving 
satisfactory security for the payment of the 
judgment appealed from and costs in the 
event his appeal is not prosecuted with 
effect. His bond could undoubtedly be given 
as easily under one system as the other. 
Moreover, it is not, and should not be, the 
policy of the law to encourage litigation ; 
and that the present system does encourage 


| appeals to the Supreme Court is indisputable. 


Place the party anxious to appeal in such 
a position tha: he is compelled to face the 


| payment of a liberal sum of money in addi- 


tion to the judgment appealed from in the 
event of failure, and be will hesitate long 
before taking that course. 

Vexatious, harassing, and experimental 
appeals would, under such a state of things, 
be toa great extent prevented, while legiti- 
mate aud proper ones would be in no degree 
discouraged. 

Moreover, the lawyer whom, in the lan- 
guage of Judge McAllister, ‘*God Almighty 
never intended for a lawyer,” would find his 
occupation in the Supreme Court gone; and 
the Judge whom the Almighty never intend- 
ed for a Judge would find his popularity 


Waning under the burdens which his judg- 
in any way | 


ments had laid wpon those so unfortunate as 
to succeed in his Court. 


A SCHEME OF CONFISCATION. 

A Democratic peper in Syracuse, N. Y., has 
recently reproduced the old Pendletonian 
scheme of paying the national debt in twenty- 
eight years, principal and interest. It is to 
seize and confiscate the bonds deposited by 
the several National Banks to secure their 
circulation, and issue to the banks in lieu of 
their own notes $350,000,000 of greenbacks. 
These bonds thus forcibly taken from the 
barks are to be held as a ‘sinking fund,” 
the interest on which is to be invested in 
other bonds annually, and thus year after 
year from the interest on this sinking fund 
other bonds are to be retired until the whole 
principal is paid off. 

The absurdity of this or any other short- 
cut plan to pay the debt has been shown over 
aud over again, but it may not be untimely 
to comment on it anew. It starts ont with 
the theory that the United States pey $21,- 
000,000 interest to the banks on the $350.- 
000,000 of bonds deposited with the Treasury. 
This is computing the interest at 6 per cent, 
when in fact about two-thirds of those bonds 
bear only 5 per cent interest. The exact 
figures sre $239,000,000 of 5 per cents and 
$146,000,000 of 6 per cents, making $385,000,- 
000 of bonds deposited by the banks. But 
if the Democratic editor means that only as 
many bonds shall be confiscated as will equal 
he bank circulation, then $350, 000,000 would 
be the sum, and the interest on which (two- 
thirds drawing 5 per cent and one-third 6 per 
cent) would be $2,250,000 less than he states, 
or only $18,750,000. 

The Treasury now receives from the Na- 
tional Banks a tax of $7,250,000 annually, 
and the banks pay to the States, cities, and 
other municipalities, about $7,000,000 more 
of local taxes. But deducting only the na- 
tional tax, we find that the banks receive on 
#350,000,000 #18,750,000 interest, and pay 
back in taxes $7,250,000, leaving an excess of 
interest over taxes of $11,500,000. The dn- 
nual interest, therefore, with which the pro- 
posed sinking fund will begin will be 
$11,500,000 instead of $21,000,000, and the 
diffcrence will prolong the payment of the 
debt much beyond twenty-eight years,—in 
fact to fifty years. 

But this Democratic confiscator proposes 
to take the bonds at par for greenbacks, 
whereas the 5 per cent bonds are worth in 
the open market 10 percent premium over 
greenbacks, and the 6 per cent bonds are 
worth 18 to 20 per cent premium. This 
premium, it is proposed, the Government 
shall steal, as a first step in this Democratic 
sinking-fund scheme. The scheme, of course, 
includes the increase of greenbacks from 
$352.000,000 to $732,000,000. It makes no 
provision, whatever, for supporting the value 
of this vast volume of irredeemable currency. 
The redemption of this paper is still to be 
left to the gold-brokera of New York to fiz 


its value and purchasing power every day. 
T: is not contemplated to redeem it in any 
manner, or to reduce its depreciation, or se- 
cure any stability whatever to it. 

What the effect of doubling the amount of 
the national irredeemable paper will have 
upon its value cannot be foretold or esti- 
mated. Under an often-repeated pledge to 
return to specie payments at the earliest pos- 
sible date, the national currency has gradu- 
ally advanced to a value of 88 to 90 cents 
on the dollar. It is hard work keeping it at 
that figure. To double the amount in ciren- 
lation, and thus fix the policy of permanent 
irredeemability, would have the immediate 
effect of depreciating it most undoubtedly. 
Assuming that the fail would be only to 89 
cents on the dollar, we have the following 
instantaneous shrinkage :

This is on the assumption that the value of 
these notes in coin would not fall below 80 
cents ; every cent inits decline below that 
figure would equal an edditional loss of &35,- 
800,000 in the aggregate. Such an act asis 
proposed, estimating the decline at only 10 
cents on the dollar, would annihilate $555,- 
000,000 of the property of the people, and 
that sum alone would equal the whole in- 
creased issue of the greenbacks. We have 
no idea, however, that when the Government 
should declare its policy to postpone specie 
payments indefinitely, oruntil the public debt 
was paid, that the greenbacks would continue 
to be worth 80 cents. They would fall far 
below that sum, and the reign of fictitious 
values and of wild speculations would be re- 
sumed once more. it is one of the curses 
of a depreciated currency that even its nom- 
inal value in gold does not measure 
its value in the hands of the public. Nomi- 
nally a greenback is worth 9 cents on the 
dollar, but its purchasing value iu ordinary 
transactions is much less. There is a large 
margin against the greenback to cover an- 
ticipated fluctuations, and it can only pur- 
chase commodities at iis minimum. To be- 
gin, then, this scheme of paying the debt 
out of its own interest, we must destroy 
from $350,000,000 to $500,000,000 of value 
of the existing property in the hands of 
the people, and that, we submit, is 
a heavy act of confiscation. That sum 
left with the people, to be used by them in re- 
production and in their ordinary business, 
can be rapidly increased, and its accumala- 
tions added to the general wealth. It would 
be a high-handed crime against honesty, 
thrift, and industry to wantonly destroy this 
vast amount of property, the result of the 
labor and savings of many years of toil and 
self-denial. We need not further discuss this 
patent Democratic plan of paying the debt. 
Like all other such schemes, it is founded on 
confiscation or repudiation inone form or an- 
other, and is wholly out of question in a 
country where the rights of property are as 
sacred as those of personal liberty.

He had occasion to ac- 
quire in their service all the arts end devices 
known to the law-practice, and his past career 
proves him to be capable of using them in the 


most profusemanner. Mr. Tilton brought suit 
for damages against Mr. Beecher for the sedue- 


tionof his wife. Mr. Shearman’s first response 
in behalf of Beecher was that Tilton should 
file a ** bill of particulars”! The proposition 
was both cruel and ridiculous,—cruel to asl: 
aman wounded to the very heart to anato- 
mize his own case, and ridiculous in assuming 
such an injury as Tilton charges upon Beeeh- 
er can be counted up at so many dollars ‘for 
every heart-ache, so many more for every 
pang of the disgrace put upon him, so many 
also for the breaking-up of his home, eéc., 
etc. The Court was not slow to recogaize 
the absurdity of the demand, and properly 
denied the motion.

It was he who procured Mr. Tiltova’s indict- 
ment, and he now appeared in ccurt to re- 
sist the motion for having a day fred for the 
trial. Mr. T lton’s counsel disti actly stated 
that, as the progress of the civil suit hed been 
impeded by the ‘‘appeal,” he wanted the 
criminal suit fixed for trial at as carly a date 
as possible in order to bring t’ne issue be- 
fore a judicial tribunal.

CHARLOTTE CUSHMAN, 

To the more intellectual portion of any community, 
Charlotte Cuzhman is undoubtedly more imtererting 
aS a reader than an ectress, if in ber cass the two can 
be considered as separable. Without the accessories 
of dress and sconery which, when appropriate, form 
a setting that lends an added Iustre to a real jewel, 
and can make even paste seem brilliant, Miss Cush- 
man proves the intrinsic value of her genius by show- 
ing how needless they are in her case. For a woman 
of talent to act a single part when she has 
everything to aid in the illusion may be 
simple enough, but something more than 
talent is mecessary to evoke living forms, not 
one, but many, by the mere force of tone and gesture. 
This Mise Cushman is abie to do, and, perbaps for the 
first time in all the varied entertaiaments that have 
been held there, McCormick’s Hall held last night a 
silent audience, who neither by word nor sound dis- 
disturbed the reader. Exther Chicago andiences are 
improving, or the strong magnetism of the reader 
beld that of last night spell-bound. 

Mise Cushman’s face seems to have lost none of its 
mobility since, years ago, with rapier by her side, she 
played Romeo to enthusiastic audiences, If now it ap- 
pears rather fitted to express the sterner passione, if 
her voice seems better suited to the rattling Mer- 
entio than the passionate Romeo or lovesick Juiiet, 
still the combined action and intonation might well be 
studied in either part by any aspirant for hisitri- 
onic honors.

Threatening Attitude of the Railroad Com- 
peny in Its Centroversy with the Oil ‘len 
at Pittsburg.

An adiourned mesting of the merchants interested 
in the wool trade wae beld yesterday afcernoon in the 
rooms of the Chamber of Cummerce to receive the 
report of the Committee appointed at the previous 
meeting, held Oct, 26, to consider and report what re- 
vision of the tariff was neceszary with respect to the 
article of wool, Mr. James Lynch presided, anda re- 
port was read by Mr. P. O. Strang, of the Committee, 
The following is the report in full: 

The resolutions of the Chamber of Commerce on 
which we were invited to act cailed for tbe suggestion 
of such amendments to our present TariiY laws with 
regard to the article of wool as would tend to relieve 
them of their objectiopable and vexatious features, 
without disturbing the rates of duties now established, 
A reference to the annexed table (Appendix A) show- 
ing the different rates of duty on woo) imposed by the 
successive tarifis of the United Statea, will serve a4 a 
fitting introduction to our remarks,

In considering, Bret, the effects of cur tariff on the

Lie Awerican manufacturer is further restricted in 
the purchase of a cheap and suitable supply of foreign 
wou by the fact that double and treble duties are im- 
posed on washed and scoured woois, »nd by the con- 
etruciion put by the Treasury Department upon the 
clauses of the tariff preecribing tbese rates, It may 
well be doubted whether it was actuaily intended by 
the framers of ‘the tariff that not only tve specific but 
2iso the ad valorem duty should be doubled and 
trebled on washed and ecoured woolr, since 10 per 
cent ad valorem would, owing to the higher eost of 
such wools, of .tse.f subject them to about doubie and 
treble per pound the duty om grease wool, This 
question bas once been tested in a United 
States Court, and decided im favor of the 
simple ad valorem rate; pending an appeal, how- 
ever, the inetructions of the treasury Department to 
this dev assess the double and ireble ad raiorem rate, 
The etfect of this ruling is to make washed wool, 
Ciass I., and scoured wooils, Class 1. and 1!., pay much 
more than doubie and treble per pound the amount 
These wools 
ure, thorefore, effectually exclude? from our market, 
and this prohibition ceprivae the American maunfac- 
turer of entire cievses of uretul and roceseary wools, 
such as the fine (ierman merino, which are not offered 
iu the grease, While hurope takes the larger propor 
tion of 1ts supply of Colonial woois im the washed and 
scored state, our manufacturer is thus forced to pay 
freight epd vctber cnarges on woo! loaaed with & te 
75 per cent of impurities, which he immediately washes 
down his sires, . 

Auotber injurious effect of being obliged to buy 
grease Wool gnd of paying a heavy svecific duty on its 
impurities is that the American manufacturer 1s there- 
by obliged to give undue preference to Lght condition 
over fineness auc other vainable qualities of the wools 
offering in foreign markets, This artificially enforced 
vaiustion of Ane greo3e wool is a well-known feature 
that distingvisbes our market from the markets of 
other co.ntries, and iguorunce only will deny that it is 
a detriment to ourixdustry to be obliged to concenivrate 
ita competition in foreign markets ou the always smail 
proportion of bgbtest grease wools,'while ail foreign 
conipetitors, having to pay duty neither on wool nor 
on grease and dirt, cam buy the heavy wools offering 
to much bettcr advantage, 

The clauee of our tariff which raises the duty on fine 
woo! cosiug over 52 cents from 10 cents and i! per 
cent to 12 cents aud 10 per centad vaiorem likewise in- 
jures our manifacturer witbout epparent benefit to 
any interest, not excepting even thatof the revenue, 
‘The preseus condition of the wool market furvishes 
the aptest proof of this asveriion. Fine light Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand wools have become scarce on 
thie aide, aud, there being uo direct suppiy from thove 
countries to be obtained before uext spriag, some 
3,000 bales of these wools had to be ordered for Ameri- 
cap account from tbe late September auciion-sale in 
London, It bappemed that prices had reached the 
point where the first cost of such wools as were wanted 
exceeded 32 cents ; the American buyers could noi pay 
above tuat price: in fact, it Was not safe even to go as 
Ligh ae 32 ceuts, since any further advauce of the mar- 
ket between purchase and shipment would have 
obuged the importer on this side to add that advance 
in value to his invoice, aud to pay 12 centa per pound 
instead of 10 cente specified duty. Tho wool, however, 
was wanted, and nothing else could be dune, under 
the circumstances, than to give way om quality or 
condition, and to bring in wool that was inferior to 
what had been desired, but sure to pase at the lower 
rate of duty. Asimilar embarrassment may at this 
tnoment be experienced by the American buyersin the 
Australian market, where, since the opening of the 
anuual sales, the light Port Philip wools, suitable for 
the Americern market, have advanced un to the limit 
within which our tariff alows us to compete for such 
wool, 

From no defect of our system do our manufacturers 
suffer more than from the astopiebing fact that, in 
spite of our larwe requirements cf foreign wools, our 
markets bardly ever offer any comprehensive assort- 
roent of such wocls, Any ove acquainted with the 
sdvantaves connected with a near market offering a 
sicady supply of all kinds of wool, wedo not say lke 
that of London, but even like those of Antwerp, Havre, 

nd Berlin, must be struck by the inrigniiicant part 
which the American markets are condemued to play. 
And to what other cause can this remarkable inferi- 
ority be referred than tothe difficulties placed by our 
tariff inthe way of furnishing ovr market with a 
regular supply of wool? The importation of foreign 
wool bas not been docreased since 1867, but there has 
certuiniy been a change since that period in 426 manuer 
of carrying on the business, which is detrimental to 
our industry, particularly to the small manufacturer, 

The uncertainty of our markets and the absence of 
any regular supply also pave caused that occasional 
sudden increase of importation, those violent advances 
in vaive and no jess violent reactions, from which we 
have suffered so much within the isst few years. 

In connection with the above-ttated facts, we may 
here anticipate an argument that will be brought to 
bear on our conclusions by pointing out that specific 
Cuties, whatever edvantages they may offer with regard 
io otber articles, must necessarily prove inadequate 
end injurious when applied to an article like wool, that 
varies #0 mauch in value, The common objection aiso 
to zd valorem duties—their liability to encourage un- 
dervaluation—can be urged with but slight reason

In addition to these remarks on the injurious ef- 
fecis of the tariff on the woolen interegzis of the United 
States, we cannot but point in few words to the flour- 
ishing woolen industry in the neigbboring Dominion 
of Canada, which, with its 3,000,000 of inhabitants, 
now imports or consumes as mach Cape wooi as the 
whole of our country -with ita 42,000,000 of peopie, 
Whoever desires to study the causes of depression 
that weigh upop our manufacturing interest, will do 
well to inform himself of what our neighbors are ec- 
complishing wita free trade in wool and @ revenue

Before we enter upon an examination of the effects 
of ovr tariff on the wool-growing interest, it will be 
well to consider tat neither our country nor any 
country in the world does or can produce to advantage 
wools of all kindsand grades; it must fnrther be 
borne in mind that, in order to produce the endless 
variety of wooten fabrics demanded by our times, with 
the highly improved muchinery now in use, and with 
the active competition among all manufacturing na- 
tions, the free and unrestraimed selection of the woet 
Bsuitubie classes and grades of wool has grown to ba a 
matter of much more imporiance to the manufacturer 
of every country than it used to bein old times, Nor 
will itbe denied that but few of our mils can at this 
day be run to adveotage without asiag, to some cx- 
teut, wools of such working quality as cannot be pro- 
duced in this couvtry, or are not produced ere, in 
suilicient quantity.

Reports from the Devastated Districts—Alid 
Mevement by the Victhodists of Beston. 
Spectel Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 3u.—The grasshopper scourge 
in the Northwest was the principal subject for consid- 
eration at the meeting of the Methodist preachers in 
Wesleyan Hall to-day. In accordance with the resolu- 
tions of last week, contributions have already been 
taken in several churches for the aid of Methodist 
preachers and churches suffering om account of the 


| scourge,and the meeting tended to more energetic 


efforts in this direction. The Rev. J. HH. 
Losier of lowa, as 6 oh of a Western 
Relief Committee, was introduced and drew a picture 


| of the great destitution be had seen in his part of the 


country, and impressed the importance of immediate 
relief for thove suffering for bread and clothes, Bishop 
Haven also spoke from pereonal observation and in- 
quiry. There was great destitution, which must soon 
be relieved or many would perish. Mr. J, D, Knox, se 
banker from Kaneas, spoke in the same strain, and 
said that many blethodiste needed loans of a few hun- 
dred dollars, which would be fully se 
cured by mortgages on property worth many 
times the loan. He offered to let 
out for 6 or 7 per cent, without commission, to any 
needy Western preachers any money that might be in- 
frusted to hiv care, What was wanted was the means 
by which to hve through the coming winter, Subse- 
quently a Committee, through the Rev. Mr. Bedwell, 
reported a resolution extending sympathy and every 
possibie aid to the Western sufferers, and recommend- 
ing collections of money and clothing for this pur- 
pose in the Methodist churches ag early as poasible in 
the month of December. 
rHE REPORTS OF DESTITUTION IN EAN#AS,

ing, the statement of “8. KE, M.” concerning the des- 
titution in Kaveas, He starts out by charging a fail- 
ure, thus far, to obtain reliable informadon on this 
subject.

It is 
thia: The accounts of destitution and euffering all 
come from Western or the frontiers of Kansas; the 
denials all come from Fastern and the older portion of 
the State. The authors fof all theee statements un- 
doubtedly speak the trutb ae regards their respective 
localities. But Air, “SS, E, M.” roust not expect to 
take the letters from Western Kansas and harmonize 
them with those from a country where differeus facts 
exist. 

A short time since, the writer hereof vizited South- 
easicorn Kausas,in c y with a number of well- 
KhOWL citizens and business-mea of thie city, Among 
them were Messrs, James k, Otis, F, R, Otis, and A. 
Gurney,—all weil Known to the people of Chicago, The 
party eatered Kansas at Port Sco.t, on the Missouri, 
Aaueas & Texas Railroad, and proceeded up the Ne- 
osho Valley aa far as Covnei! (rove, in Morris County, 
170 miles interior, stopping of ata number of pointe 
and driving back into the country. Many farma were 
visited, and a great many of the peopie of different 
classes conversed with, with a view of finding out the 
true condition of the country; and ] am sure ibe gen- 
tleinen above pamed will bear me out in the assertion 
that nowhere did we eee or hoar of any of the deplor 
able sufferings pictured by your correspondent, On the 
other hand, our party were all agreeably disappointed in 
finding a better quality of land, better crops, better 
quality of eatile and suecp, and a far more prosperous 
people, especially among the tarming class, than they 
had auticipated, it ia a fact, sir, that the eastern part 
of Kansas is no worse of than is the Western country 
generally.

THE SUPFERING IN NEBRAPKA, 
RicGHARDSON Country, Neb., Nov, 25, 1874. 
To the Editor ef The Chicago Tribune: 

Sin: I suppose that you, who ‘have the good for- 
tune to dwell in the land of plenty, can hardly appre- 
ciate the condition of the hardy pioneers of the Ne- 
braska frontier, who bave lost all save life and heaith 
by the grasshopper-piague,—although your prompt 
and liberal response to the cali for aid shows 
that you sympathize as well from the deptha 
of your pockets as your bosoms, with the 
thousands of sufferers. This portion of the State 
(southeast corner) sutfered some from the plague, and 
we thought at the time we were whol.y undone; but, 
on gathering up the freqmentsa, we found we had 
enough to do us, and a little te spare, Thirty miies 
west of us, however, tae destitution commences, sad 
continues to increrse as far west as human babitation 
hae been erected, 

Last week our first snow fell,—about3 inches, I 
should guess,—but, on Sunday, 2 shower of rain cur- 
ried tLejgreater part of it away, leaving the weather 
very pleasant ; in fect, we have had no cold weather to 
epeak of, aud reldom do have much, 

Prospects for winter-wheat were never better. 
The only drawback in tbat direction has been the 
scarcity of seed, Not in this county, but im the grase- 
hopper districts, has thie trouble prevailed, 

During the fret week in Jauuary our Logisiature 
meeis in regular session, and the first thing that will 
engage their attention will be a propusition to aid the 
grasshopper sufferers by a large appropriation, some 
say $500,000; but it is hardly probabie that so large an 
appropriation can be passed, as there seems to be 
some fear that most of it would be miaappropmated by 
those whose duty it would bscome to distribute it. Be- 
sides, there is another scheme to render sid, which 
eeems to meet with much favor, viz.: for the Lepis- 
laiure to authorize each county to vote a bonded 
debt upon itself, sufficient to meet the actual necessi- 
ties of the people in maintaining them in food and 
clothing till a crop can be raised, and to procure seed 
with which tosow such crop. The next important 
matter to come before that body is the election of an 
United States Senator, and, thirdly, to provide for

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MONEY AND COMMERCE. 


FINANCIAL. 


Monpay E-ventna, Nov. 30. 

The financial situation to-day showed the same 
features as at the close of last weex. The great- 
est activity isin the movement of currency to 
the country, but the general business of the 
panke is excellent. 

The orders received from the country for cur- 
rency was as large as usual ip some quarters, 
but the total movement was hardly equal to the 
average of last week, A reflux of currency is 
felt by some of the city banks ; it comes only 
trom the wheat districts, and is small in amount. 
{ Large amounts of New York exchange were 
ordered East by country banks to-day. In this 
way the cattle and hogs of the West are set off 
against commodities purchased East for the fall 
and winter trade. 

{The price of New York exchange was Un- 
changed to-day. Sales were made at 75¢ dis- 
count between banks for $1,000 ; no sales were 
reported at 50c discount, though some was of- 


fered at taat price. 

The clearings were large again to-day, about 
$5.000,000 ; the increase was due to the opera- 
tions at the Stock-Yards, and the movement 
of the trade of the city, which is very satisfac- 
tory. The demand for loans is fair, and is easi- 
ly supplied at uuchapged raies. To regularcus- 
tomers 10 per ceat a year 1s charged ; but con- 
cessions of 1 or 2 percent are made in special 
cases to outside borrowers. Street rates are 5@ 
18 per cent ; real-estate loans are 9@10 per cent. 

The report, just published, of the operations 
of the New York Clearing-House for 1873 shows 
that its dealings for the twenty-one years ofits 
existence amount to the grand aggregate of 
$411,730,000,000. Itis a symptomatic fact of 
the general cortraction going on in all direc- 
tions that, for 1874, the clearings, $24,000,000, 000, 
are less than for any year since the War. 

Amasa Walker sends a communication to the 
Financial Chronicle in which he approves 
Charies Sumner’s plan for the resumption of 
specie payments by substitutivg interest-bearing 
notes in lieu of the present greenbacks, converti- 
ble at the end of two years into 10-40 5 per cent 
bonds. By this plan, te says, contraction would 
be gradual, because these new issues of ten mill- 
ions per month wiil be gradually hoarded. There 
et be perfect safety in the execution of this 
measure, because the notes must remain ip the 
hands of the people two years at least before 
they could be converted into bonds; and, there- 
fore, ih case of a pressure in the money market, 
and a high rate of interest, these notes would be 
brouebt at once ivto circulation, as they would 
bear but 6 pet ceat.

believed in military traditions of the time when Prince 
Eugene commanded against the Turks on the Dan- 
ube, Educated soldiers would always be superior to 
those who were uneducated, and in that connection 
be spoke of the admirably planned campaign ot Von 
Moutke against France, showing how the whuie victory 
Was Organized and ;repared; for emergencies, two fuil 
years before the German armies crossed the Rhine. 
It was the most wonderful thing im all history,—per- 
Laps tie most gigantic victcry ever obtained. 
Tbe question that now remained to be asked was, 
“WILL THE GERMAN EMPIRE LAST?” 
For offensive warfare she was four times as strong as 
when she conquered France, and she was, for defen- 
five purposes, seven times as powerful, Was it safe 
for commercial and industrial nations, like England 
snd the United States, to accept the friendsbip of this 
great military power? For bimseif, be haa many 
iriends among the French people, He could not beip 
admiring a nation that had done so much for 
the world,—for arma, for science, for literature. He 
could not deny the brilliant genius of that magnificent 
weopie; but was it safe for the word to trust its 
peace with that warlike, and vehement, and volatile 
race? No. It was the duty of peace-loving peoples 
to abide by Germany, which was a peaceably-disposed

desire to, I feel it to be my duty to in- 
form the Board that [I am of the opinion 
that the county is not at liberty to enter into a con- 
tract of the nature contemplated by the said resolu- 
tions.

University, and the Op of the Mc- 
Namee Family. 

Ann ARDOR, Mich,, Nov. 30, 1874, 

To the Editor af The Chicazo Tribune: 

Sim: The omnipresent Times of Nov. 28 contains 
an article which pretends to lay before the public, in 
all ite so-called “ fiendishnees,”’ the story of the recent
